DR. HANNA'S PROTEST. 


Thére was anothér minor “scene” arising 
out of the report of the Belfast College Co n- 
mittee; in which the following resolutions 
were proposed :— | : 
“That the Assembly thank the Faculty of 
the College and the Rev. J. A. Bain, D.D., 
for discharging the duties of the New Testa- 
mént Chair. 

“That Professor Davey be appointed 
Professor of New Testament Language, 
Litérature, and Theology, in accotdance with 
the resolution of the Assembly of 1950—viz. : 
‘That the Assembly is of opinion 
that, should a vacancy occur in the Chait 
of Néw Testamént Language, Litefature, and 
Theology within five years from the present 
time, Professér Datey should have the option, 
if he so Gesired, Of reverting to the New 
Testatment. Chair.’ 

‘* That, in view of the present financial 
exigencies, tefhpotafy arrafigéments be made 
for a period of three years for the discharge 
of the dGtities of the Hebréw Chair. 

‘That the Assembly appoint annually a 
lecturer in the Hebrew language at a salary 
of £250 per annum, to lecture at least three 
periods @ week in the Junior Hebrew Class, 
and one period per week in the senior class. 

“That the Faculty be empowered to 
arrange for thé discharge of the other duties 
of the Hebrew Chair.” 

Mr. James Black, Bangor, supporting the 
resolutions, referred to “a very vindictive 
couttoversy which had occurred in the 
church.” 


“STUDENTS DISSATISFIED.” 


The Rev. Dr. Hanna said that he wished to 
register his protest against this policy that 
had been in existence for years of changing 
a eageg from one chair to another atid 
making him thereby a public spectacle.

The United States of America, 
Ireland and England, has her ex-Service 
men ; but, whereas the number of men who.

NAZI REGIME IN 
GERMANY. 


AMERICAN 
GOVERNMENT'S ACTION. 


Although no official protest has been lodged, 
the Government of the United States has in- 
formed the German Government of the ‘“‘ un- 
rest ” oceasioned in the United States by the 
Nazi anti-Jewish tactics. 
Professor Otto Klemperer, the famous musi- 
cal director of the Berlin State Opera, has 
been dismissed by the Minister of Education 
because he is a non-Aryan—in other words, 
a Jew. His contract with the State Opera 
actually expires in 1937, but in the letter sent 
to Budapest, where Dr. Klemperer is giving 
concerts, he is summarily dismissed at the 
end of this month.

The purpose of the Local Government | 
Bill is to extend the Dail franchise—that 
is, manhood suffrage—to the electorate for 
the local governing bodies. By this means 
it is hoped that Fianna Fail will achieve 
its declared purpose of gaining control of 
the local governing bodies at the coming 
elections, which are to take place in 
November. The bill to extend the fran 
chise, now going through the Dail, is 
almost certain to be “held up’’ by 
the Senate. The Government, therefore, 
will endeavour to get the new bill altering 
the “ stated period ” to the Statute Book 
before the Local Government Bill, so that 
its provisions may be applicable to the 
latter bill. 

If, however, the Senate delay the bill 
altering the period, as well as the 
Franchise Extension Bill, which is highly Í 
probable—then the Government’s plans 
wil! be frustrated, since both bills will 
have to run for the period of eighteen 
months, as stipulated in Article 38a as it 
now stands. i 

The Government, no doubt, is finding 
the exercise of the Senate’s firmness a 
serious bar to the rapid advance of its 
revolutionary schemes. This was, no 
doubt, the intention of the framers of 
Artiele 38a, which was: put ito the Con- 
stitution as a result of Constitution 
Amendment Act (No. 13), 1928. That Act 
was the result of serious discussions 
between both Houses, in which, while 
certain privileges were taken away from 
the Senate, others were given to them. 

It is very unlikely that the Senate 
willingly will surrender its present 
privileges and submit to a whittling away 
of powers piecemeal, especially in view of 
the declared policy of the present adminis- 
tration ultimately to reduce the Senate to 
impotence.

The pilot and his woman passenger 
were killed when an aeroplane fell at 
Skegness yesterday. 

The pilot was Mr. H. B. Chantrey, 
of Connaught place, London, but the 
identity of his passenger is not yet known. 

Shortly after taking off from Skegness 
Aerodrome the machine fell from a height 
of about 100 feet, and burst into flames. 

Large numbers of . people saw the 
machine fall, and there \as a rush to the 
scene of the accident, but it was im- 
possible to make any attempt at rescue, 
owing to the heat and the flames. The 
Skegness Fire Brigade arrived, and sub- 
dued the flames, but when the bodies 
were taken from the wrecka; : they were 
charred beyond recognition.

An eye-witness said :—' The machine 
spun to the ground when the pilot was 
attempting a left-hand turn. It was 
then about 100 feet from the ground.”’

at, the Disarmament Conference the high 
contracting parties will discuss the 
situation together. 

This amended version is considered 
satisfactory by Great Britain, France and 
Italy,/ but Germany has postponed her 
reply until to-day. Despatches froin 
Berlin indicate that she is not entirely 
satisfied, and that the Pact signing may 
be again delayed. 

While the omission of any reference to 
armament parity has satisfied France, 
Germany, it is hoped, will be satisfied with 
the assurance of parity contained in th- 
agreement of December llth, 1932, and 
will be pleased at the omission of any 
reference to international control of the 
staves of her own re-armament. 

This latter point did not form part of 
the original draft, but French insistence 
on it is believed to have been th» rock on 
which the origina] draft came to grief. 


UNRECOGNISABLE. 


The following messages show the 
different points of view held in Britain 
and Paris. 


that it seems possible that Germany will 
refuse to initial the pact on the ground 
that the text is now entirely different from 
Signor Mussolini s original plan, and, 
moreover, does not contain satisfactory 
clauses in regard to Germany s equality 
claim.

THE PROVISIONS. 


A semi-official summary of the pact was 
issued in Paris last night. 

The preamble declares that the prin- 
cipal aim is to give more effect to the 
methods of Feasta, coin established by the 
Covenant of the League, with the proviso 
that the decisions of the four Great Powers 
will not infringe the rights of the other 
States, which may not be disposed of 
without the latter's own consent. 

' Article 1 provides that Great Britain, 
France, Italy and Germany have agreed 
to practice an effective policy of collabora- 
tion. | 
Article 2 stipulates that the exchanges 
of views will take place particularly with 
a view to applying the provisions of the 
League Covenant, especially Article 10 
(maintenance of the territorial status 
quo), Article 16 (sanctions in case of 
aggression), and Article 19 (revision of 
treaties). : 

Article 3 says that in case of failure of 
the Disarmament Conference of Geneva, 
the four Powers will consult together to 
find a settlement of the problems that 
remain unsolved. : i 

Article 4 states that the Great Powers 
may | likewise consider together the 
economic questions in which they have 
common interest in Europe. 

Article 5 fixes the duration of the Pact 
at ten years, and provides that it shall be 
renewable for a similar period, unless 
prior notice is given at the end of the 
eighth year of its coming into force.

Mr. Patrick Deery complained that large 
quantities of maize were being imported 
into ports in Northern Ireland and sent 
by road across the border into the Free 
State, to the detriment of Free State 
ports which formerly handled such traffic. 

It was decided that a request should be 
made to the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce that all maize for the Free 
State should be imported through Free 
State ports. 

The Chairman (Mr. T. F. McGahon) 
stated that their accounts showed that 
they were £1,000 worse off now than they 
were twelve months ago. They were always 
hoping for better times, but they seemed 
a very long time coming. 


REDUCED TO A FRACTION, 

An application was received from the 
Dundalk and Newry Steam Packet Com- 
pany, asking the Board to continue the 
present reduction in dues 

Mr. Little, manager of the company, 
stated that the pert was losing very 
seriously through the tariffs on flour and 
sugar Formerly, the import trade of 
flour to Dundalk was 100 tons weekly at 
least, and a minimum of 50 tons of sugar. 
That had been reduced in both cases to a 
mere fraction. All the flour and sugar 
imported now were coming through the 
larger ports, to the detriment of the 
smaller ones.

IMPROVEMENT IN 
EMPLOYMENT. 


- 


The improvement in employment which 
has been recorded month by month since 
January was continued at an accelerated 
rate in May, remarks The Times. At the 
end of January there were only 9,285,000 
insured persons in employment, but the 
number a fortnight ago was 9,657,000, an 
increase of 372,000. During the same 
four months the number of the registered 
unemployed has declined by over 32,000 to 
2,582,879. This is still a formidable total, 
but it is certainly encouraging to find that 
the spring revival of trade has already 
lasted two months longer than it did last 
year, and that, moreover, there is a more 
cheerful spirit abroad. A large contribu- 
tion to the increase of employment has 
been made by the building industry. The 
revival of building has been so un- 
expectedly rapid that the supply of bricks 
has fallen short of requirements in certain 
areas; but that is a defect soon to be 
remedied, if, indeed, supply has not 
already caught up with demand. 

Activity in building spreads rapidly to 
many ancillary trades, and without doubt 
a considerable proportion of the improve- 
nent in employment is to be ascribed, 
directly and indirectly, to mvestment in 
building, But that is very far from being 
the complete story of the better state of 
things, and the better outlook. Every 
important branch of industry was doing 
better in May than in many preceding 
months. The facts and figures of to-day 
prove: that employment is distinctly better 
in the insured occupations generally, the 
only exceptions being those which 
naturally suffer a decline in the warm 
days, as coal mining does. Not included 
in the Ministry of Labour’s survey is the 
great industry of agriculture, which also 
is making its contribution to the increase 
of employment and the revival of confi- 
dence ; but the larger hope of industry in 
this and all other countries is in the 
measures for the development. of interna- 
tional trade which the collective wisdom 
of the statesmen of the world may be able 
to devis«. |

GARDEN, FARM, BEES, 


SUMMER PLANTING. 
Writing on this subject in the Weekly 


Irish dimes, the Garden Correspondent 
says :-— 
Now, in the transition of spring glory to 


summer satisfaction in bed or border, a 
little forethougit in preparation for the 
newcomers to ensure a good start means 
much, otherwise too much of the precious 
season slips by without that floral effect 
we anticipate; but with trowel-planting 
or pot plants this danger is reduced to 
a minimum, though where recourse is had 
to the dibble—as is often the case with 
Antirrhinums, Asters and so  forth— 
kindliest soil conditions, by thorough 
working and soaking overnight during 
dry spells, with overhead damping on 
the evening of trying days until plants 
get their soil grip, should be insisted ‘on, 
and, in any case, dibble or trowel- plant- 
ing, these considerations are obvious.
